In w hat Was regarded as the rail­ 
roads’ last word of the controversy, 
Daniel W illard, president of the Bal­ 
tim ore and Ohio railroad and chair­ 
m an of the com m ittee of nine rail­ 
way presidents, read a 1200-word state­ 
m ent answ ering labor’s dem and for 
“more figures.’’ 
58% Revenue Decrease 
W illard listed reduction in th e last 
two years of 58 per cent in net oper­ 
ating income; 50 per cent in purchases 
of rolling stock and equipment; 33 per 
cent in total earnings; 48 per cent in 
total operating expenses and 27 per­ 
cent in payrolls. 
The reduction in payrolls was rela­ 
tively the sm allest for the depression 
period between 1929 and 1931, W illard’s 
statem ent said. 
D. B. Robertson, chairm an of the 
railw ay labor executives, had asked 
for a statem ent from the rail presi­ 
dents setting forth “the bills you owe 
and the reductions you have made, 
w ithout reference to investm ent and 
evaluation figures.” 
Answers Demand 
W illard’s statem ent, com prising data 
for all the roads, was a specific an­ 
swer to th at demand. J t likely will be 
the basis for final argum ents of both 
sides over the IO per cent wage re­ 
duction the railroads asked th eir em­ 
ployes to accept.

“The business depression which be­ 
gan lnja in 1929 probably has been the 
longest and most severe in history,” 
W illard’s 
statem ent 
said. 
"It 
has 
caused an unprecedented decline in 
railway freight and passenger busi­ 
ness, as a result of which the gross 
earnings of the railways in 1931 were 
$2,1 OO 000,000, or 33 per cent, less than 
in 1929. 
“Total railw ay earnings in 1929 were 
$6,360,000,000; in 1930, $5,343,000,000, and 
in 1931, $4,259,000,000. 
“Total earnings in November, 1931, 
the latest m onth for which statistics 
of earnings are available, were 39 per 
cent less than in November, 1929. 
Threatened With Bankruptcy 
"In spite of the enormous reduction 
th at has been m ade in operating ex­ 
penses, 
m any of the carriers 
are 
threatened w ith bankruptcy because 
of inability to pay their fixed charges 
or to meet the principal of obligations 
coming due. 
“There were 72 individual railw ay 
companies which failed by $90,000,000 
to earn their fixed charges in 1931 and 
unless present net earnings can be in­ 
creased. the num ber th at will not earn 
their fixed charges in 1932 will be 
much larger.” 


I Inventor Fails to Produce Compound but Succeeds 
by Court Order to Have Mortgage on Brain Rescinded

Milwaukee, WI*., Jan. 21.—-(U-R)—The 25-year mortgage that Walter 
Esau held on the brain of John G. Schmidt, 70, Inventor, had been re­ 
scinded today. 
Judge Charles L. Aarons ruled an agreement made by Esau to pay 
Schmidt $200 a month to produce a chemical compound under certain con­ 
ditions amounted to “a mortgage on the Inventor’s brain.” 
Schmidt had agreed to turn out an acid-resisting preventative for 
steel that would be better than any similar product on the market. The 
chemist manufactured the resistant for IO months but ceased in June, 
1931, when Esau claimed the compound did not fit specifications of the 
contract. 
When Schmidt sought to work for another concern. Esau brought 
suit to enforce his agreement. 
The court held, however, that the enforcement imposed servitude 
which “might well lead to tragic consequences if specifically enforced” 
since it provided Schmidt must work for Esau or remain Idle.

The 
first stroke of the knife was delivered 
w ith such force th a t it ripped through 
the victim ’s overcoat, his coat and 
penetrated a spectacle case before it 
plunged into the heart.

Why here before Christmas I had 
a friend that visited me and he drove 
up with his car from Minneapolis, and 
he came to Brainerd about midnight. 
That was the first time he came 
to 
Brainerd and he did not know where 
I lived so he told me he was looking 
around for an hour or so looking for 
a policeman and couldn’t find one. Ho 
asked me if Brainerd didn’t have po­ 
licemen. 
I told him we have five police watch­ 
ing two banks. Where was our police­ 
men? 
Brainerd should have a system 
like they have in St. Cloud 
or 
Red 
Wing, or at the Northwest paper mill. 
here they have to punfch clocks every 
hour. 
A policeman or watchman has 
to punch that clock. 
Such a clock is 
on the south end, east end and north 
and wrest side of the city there. A po­ 
liceman must he on duty and punch 
that clock and in the 
morning 
the 
chief can tell whether his men were 
on duty or not. 
Why here the last 5 
or 6 years 
Southeast 
or 
Northeast 
Brainerd hardly ever saw a policeman. 
I seen cars speed 50 or 60 miles per 
hour. 
Most of them wouldn’t stop by 
no stop sign. 
Children here in summer time can 
run around till 1:00 or 2:00 o’clock in 
the morning, destroying people’s pro­ 
perty, stealing and annoying. 
Those 
children should be home by 9 o’clock 
in the evening. 
But, we have no po­ 
lice protection, so everything runs. 
We taxpayers pay for police protec­ 
tion. Do we get it? 
Why they could rob every night here 
in Brainerd. 
Our policemen woudn’t 
catch one. 
Why they broke 
in 
the 
lunch room here not so long ago right 
across from the police station. 
They 
have robbed almost 
every 
business 
place here in 
Brainerd 
except 
the 
banks. 
Our policemen never caught 
one so there must be something wrong 
some place. 
Our police force cost the taxpayer 
$700 a month. We taxpayers don’t pay 
for policemen to have one standing ca 
the corner of the Iron Exchange, one 
by the Elks’ building. 
If we do call 
one once in a while to S. E. or N. IS. 
Brainerd, it is 2 or 3 policemen in a 
yellow cab and costs the taxpayer $1.00. 
Years ago I remember when we didn’t 
have no cars and you could see a po­ 
liceman walking all over our city and 
those days a policeman only had $65 
to $75 a month. 
But it seems to us the more pay they 
get the less they do. 
I am speaking 
the clear facts and I know the taxpay­ 
ers here in Brainerd in general will 
back me up. 
All we want 
is 
police 
protection, and if we can’t get that 
the state will give us protection.

The marking of a Federal Highway through Brainerd was accomplished. 
Being a resort center it should be of particular benefit to Brainerd in that our 
city willhenceforth appear on all maps featuring the federal highways of the 
nation. 
It should result in increased traffic to and through oui city. 
A Good Will Golf Tournament at Pine Beach and Brainerd Country Club 
was successfully sponsored on September 13th. 
The event attracted a large 
number of enthusiasts from widely separated communities and is destined to 
become an annual event of the future. It can be made of immense advertising 
value to Brainerd, in my opinion. 
Co-operation with the N. P. Boosters' Club in the launching of an ad­ 
vertising campaign was designed to promote a better understanding among 
merchants, the Northern Pacific Railroad, its employees, and the citizens of 
Brainerd at large. This spirit of co-operation is commendable and the resultant 
friendliness everywhere apparent in our community should be a continual in­ 
centive for its future and more intensive cultivation.
